ETTERS from the Army advife, that 
the 23d of laft Month the Bridge on the 
Segra was finifh’d, and that all the Troops 
pais thac River, to enter Catalonia. 
Several Advices from Barcelona affure us 
there are buc tew regular Troops in that Town, and 
fome fay there are but about 1000 Forreigners in it, 
the “eft being new Levies, moft of which have been 
raised with grea. Difficulty, fo chat the 2 Regiments 


o the Deputation and of the City are not compleat. 


This ts che eafier believ’d, becaufe the Count de 
Zevalla went Poft to Valencia, to prefs my Lord 
Peterborough to return to Barcelona with as many 
Troops as be could poffibly. The Count de Car- 
dona who commands in Valencia oppos'd it ftrenu- 
oufly, fearing he fhould not be able to maintain him- 
felf withoutche Affiftance of forreign Troops. The 
Earl of Peterborough has contented himfelf with 
fending 300 Horfes into Catalonia, but without 
Saddics or Bridles. Tbe Count de las Torres is en- 
eamp'd ar Alcudia and Carlet, and bas his Provi- 
fions and Neceffaries from Caftile, there being a 
very great Scarcity in the Kingdom of Valencia. 
Pays, April 17. A Courier that arriv’d from Cata- 
lonja the 14th of this Month, brought the following 
News. The Troops from Roufillon baving all pafs'd 
the Ter the 27h ‘and 28ch of laft Month, drew to- 
gether the 29th in the Plain of Calonges near Pala- 
mos, The fame Day the Army march’d to pafs the 
Defilez of the Val d’Aro, which were guarded by 
1200 Foot, and fome Horfe of the Garrifon of Gi- 
tore. Thofe Troops fled at the Approach of 2 Co- 
lumns of the Vanguard, :he one commanded by the 
Duke de Noailles Major-General, and the other by 
M. Redding, and the Army encamp’d at Aro. The 
M.de Legal encamp’d at Maffaner, having left 
the Duke de Noailles ar Vidrerez with 9 Batrallions 
and 2 Regiments of Dragoons, to cover the March 
of the Baggage. The 31ft the whole Army en- 
cmp'd at San Saloni, the 1ft of this Month at la 
Rogue, and the 2d within Cannon-fhot of Barcelona. 
The 3d they march’d agen co meet the King of 
Spain the Vanguard met him in the Plain between 
Montjouy and che River Llobregat; fo they return’d 
and encamp’d before Barcelona. The fame Day an 
Airack was made upon fome Houfes firwate at the 
Foot ef the Hill of Montjouy, from whieh Houfes 
the Enemy might have annoy’d the Camp. The 
Enemy were driven out of. them, and the Troops 
detach’d for thar Service purfued them fo vigoroufly, 
thar being fupported by a Brigade of Foor, they 
poffefs'd themfelves of the Poft of the Capuchins 
of Montjouy, and lodg'’d themfelves there. The 
Count de Touloufe arriv’d at Barcelona the 1ft of 
this Month, and the 3d and 4th Men were fet to 
work to land the Provifions and Ammunition ; but 
the Sea ran fo high, that the Shallops could not 
come to the Shore. Thereupon, the Marfhal de 
heff refolw’d to atrack the great Tower fituare at 
the Mouch of the Llobregar, that the faid Provifions 
and Ammunition might be commodioufly brought 
Up into that River and fo landed. 500 Men with 10 
leces of Cannon were commanded upon this At- 
‘ack 5 and the Difpofitions for it were hardly ready, 
When the Gartifon being fammon’d furrendred upon 
no orher Condition, than that their Lives thould be 
‘par'd. It was’ compos’d of a Lieutenant and 25 
Men of different Nations, and a great Quantity of 


Ammunition and Provifions, with 4 Twenty four 
Pounders, were found in it: We arc inturm’d there 
are but few regular Troops in the | own, and De- 
ferters affirm that the Archduke is in it, tho’ there 
is fome Reafon to doub: it, becaufe the Count de 
Cifuentes who arriv’d there the 3ift w/?. with 300 
Horfe, march’d out agen the 2d n/t. with thofe 
Horfe, and may have taken that Prince with him. 
From the Paris Gazette, dared April 24. 

Madrid, April 9. Letters from the King’s Army 
advife, that they were to joyn the Troops that came 
from Roufillon between Yguaiada and Marvotel, 
whither the Duke de Noailles was to advance with 
Part of the Vanguard ; that the City of Barcelona 
was invefted, anu that it would be attack’d in “corm 
without Lofs of Time. Deferters from Lerida re- 
port, that Prince Henry George of Darmitad was 
march’d trom thence with fome {foups for Torrofa 
or Taragona. We are inform’d by Letters from 
Badajox of the 25th of laft Month, that that Day 
at 3 in the Afternoon the Enemy approach’d within 
2 Leagues of that Place, and pofted their Right at 
Yelves and their Lefe at Campo Mayor. An Hour 
after, they fent a Detachment towards Montijo, 
with what Defign was not known. The Duke of 
Berwick who was arriv’d at Merida, after haviog 
cegiferr'd at Lobon with the Count d’ Aguilar and 
the Marquis de Bay, advanc’d towards Montijo 
with the Troops he commands; but the Enemy 
would not engage in any Acteon. They have fince 
madea Motion to march towards Alcantara: Which 
makes it believ’d, that they being inform’d there 
were 5000 Men in Badajox, and thar the Regiments 
of Santa Cruz and Quinnones, which were in the 
Neighbourhood, could eafily throw themfelves into 
it, laid afide their firft Defign, and refolv’d to at- 
tack Alcantara. The Duke of Berwick has put 
Men into feveral Pofts about it, and fome Battalli- 
ons into the Place it felf. A Trumpet fent by the 
Count de las Torres to Valencia, reported at his 
Return that the Earl of Peterborough had given 
out, that the Englifh and Dutch Flee would {peedi- 
ly arrive with confiderable Succours, and that it was 
the Talk of the Town that 2 Ships were come with 
600 Men. The Marquis de Mirabel perfifting to 
refufe to take upon him the Government of Valencia, 
my Lord Peterborough had threaten'd to fend him 
Prifoner to Barcelona. The Rebels, in Number 
1400 Men, have attack’d Conflentes ; bur the Gar- 
rifon confifting 50 reform’d Officers and 100 
Militia, repuls'd them with fo great Vigour, that 
they were oblig’d to retire after they had loft 50 
Men. 

Paris, April24. A Courier that arriv’d the 16h 
and came from the Camp before Barcelona the 9th 
of this Month, reports, that the Trenches were 
open’d the Night between the 6th ard 77h agzinft 
Fort Montjouy : That a Battery of 6 Mortars was 
already rais'd ; that 3 of thofe Mortars began to 
play the 8th ; and that Batteries of Cannon were 
raifing. The 7th the Befieged made a Sally with- 
out any Succefs, being immediately repuls’d with 
Lofs. The fame Day, and the 8th, the Miquelets 
of the Country came and attack’d a Quarter of the 
Camp ; but were receiv’d in fuch a Manner, that 
they were forc’d to retire to the Hills. ’Tis written 
that on thefe Occafions the Rebels loft 8 or 90° 
Men. Deferrers agree, that the Archduke is in the 
Place, and that the Garrifon confifts of 9 Battallions 
of between 250 and 309 Men cach, and of 800 
Horfe, From 
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From the Antwerp Courant, dated ay. 2 
-. Paris, April 19. A Courier that left the Ca ‘be- 
fore Barcelona the 9th Inftant, has brought an Ac- 
count, that the 8th the Befieged having made feveral 
Signals, (which ‘tis {uppos’d had been concerted be- 
tween them and the Miquelets of the open Country,) 
the faid Miquelets came down from the Hills about 
Noon and tell with great Refolution upon one of 
our Quarcers, The Fight was tharp, and lafted half 
an Hour, when the Miquelets were intirely defeated 
and puc to Flight, leaving behind them goo Men 
kill’d, and 300 Prifoners moft of which were wound- 
ed. The Guirrifon made a vigorous Sally at the 
fame tim, bur were repnls’d, about 300 of them 
being kill’d, and the reft being purfued to the Pallifa- 
does. ln both thefe Actions we had about 150 Men 
_kill’d or wounded, The Count de Cifuentes, who 
sparch’d our of the Place the 24 Inftant, promis’d 
the Garrfon (as all the Deferters agree,) that in 
conjunction with the Miquele:s he would annoy our 
Camp in fuch a Manner that we fhould not be able 
to push on the Siege; but fufficient Precaution is 
taken co fruftrate bis Defign. The Count de Tou- 
louze lies with 30 Men of War before Barcelona, 
bur the Galleys have not yet joyn’d him. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated April 27. 
Paris, April 13. By a Courier from the Duke of 
Berwick, that left him the 9th Inftant in ihe Neigh- 
bourhood of Alcantara, we have Intelligence, that 
that Prince having been oblig’d co put moft of his 
Foor into the Fowns to ftrengthen the Garrifons, 
pofted himfelf with his Horfe by a Wood, and fell 
upon the Rear-guard of the Portuguefe Army, which 
he broke and put into Confu6on, killing or wound- 
ing 700 Soldiers and feveral Officers, one of the flain 
being a Portuguefe General whofe Lofs was much 
lamented b» his Councrymen. This Action colt us 
bur 40 Mnof the Spanith Horfe, which acquitted 
themfelves bravely, efpecially the Count d’Aguilar 
who commanded them. Yefterday the King re- 
ceiv’'d an Exorefs at Marli; which left the Camp 
before Barcelona the 15th, and brought an Account, 
thac rhe the Enemy made avery ftrong Sally, 
and in ‘he Beginning of the Action took one of our 
Colours, bur were driven in agen after above 600 of 
them were killd and the Colours retaken : The 13th 
a Battery of 12 heavy Cannon began to play againft 
Fort Montjuich, and {everal other Batteries rais’d a- 
gainft the City were to be ready the 15th, to fire 
but ving Bu'lers: The 14th the Trenches were car- 
ried «©. rothe Foor of the Glacis, and that Day 
fome !erfors took a View of the Counterfcarp, and 
foun? no Watch there. This Courier adds, that it 
was hon’d things would be in a Readinefs for making 
an ‘ffinl' the 17th or 18th: He bas brought a Lift, 
which makes the Number of the King of Spain's 
Forces before Barcelona to be 27000 effective Men, 
befiles 4000 which the Count de Touloufe’put a- 
fhore. 

The French being fenfible Men would naturally argue even from 
the Paris Accounts, rhat feeing the Count de Cifuentes pafS’d in and 
out of Borcelona without Moleftation after the Duke of Anjou was 
come in fight cf the Place, King Charles the 3d’s ftay in it (which 
Was contrary to rhe Enemy’s Expectation) J@ voluntary, and by Con- 
fequence a plain Proof of his Opinion thatthe Place is able to make 
a long Defence ; “ould fain wut upon us that he is detain’d there a- 
gainft his Will. Thus the laft mention’d Article from Paris of April 
23 in the Anrwerp Courant, tells us * the Archduke would have re- 
* tir’ out of the City, bur the Inhabitants would not lec him. But 
the vizorous Sillys the Befieged have made and the A4tions of the 
M g: lets in concert with them, thew King Charles has taken fuch 
ju’ M sfares tor defending the Place, that he bas Reafon to think 
him ‘olf very init, 

From.he Antwerp Courant, dated April 13. 

To./on, March 19. The 23d Inftanc return’d hither 
the Roby of 54 Guns, which fail’d from hence with 
the Count.de Touloule’s Squadron, but was damag’d 
in 2 Sormof Wind.
